An act to amend Section 3167 of the Business and Professions Code,
relating to optometry.

legislative counsel’s digest

SB 492, as introduced, Hernandez. Optometric corporations.
The Optometry Practice Act creates the State Board of Optometry,

which licenses optometrists and regulates their practice. The act requires
an optometric corporation, as defined, in conducting its practice, to
observe and be bound by statutes, rules, and regulations to the same
extent as a person holding a license to practice optometry. The act
authorizes the board to formulate and enforce rules and regulations to
carry out the purposes and objectives of the statutes governing
optometric corporations, as specified.

This bill would make technical, nonsubstantive changes to these
provisions.
